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Preachers And The Liquor Issue 





There been some discussion as to whether the 
preachers should be allowed to have the privilege of the 
floor in the Missi i legislature. Evidently the matter 
has been decided that they are welcomed, except at the 
time when the chambers are cleared of all visitors. This 
is of course, a recognition that the preachers, too, are 
citizens. | 

However, the very fact that the issue was raised, and 
the situation that brought it up, brings up some other 
very important questions. Do the ministers really have 
any knowledge on the liquor issue? Is there any informa- 
tion that they may have which needs to be heard when 
the liquor aus 
be considered when decisions on this matter are being 
made? We think of a true story which we believe may 
be very timely just now. 

A preacher was once told by an ardent wet that 
preachers did not actually know anything about liquor, 
so they could not be judges of whether it should be 
legalized or not. 3 

The preacher answered quickly. “Is that so? You mean 
that you do not think that preachers know anything about 
liquor. Then let me ask you a few questions.” The min- 
ister then proceeded to ask the following questions: 

“Were you ever called upon to preach the funeral of 
a man, who, in a drunken rage, killed his wife, shot and 
tried to kill his five year old child, and then turned the 
gun to his own forehead, and killed himself?” 

“Did you ever have to try to comfort a family whose 
husband and father while standing on a street corner 
minding his own business; was killed instantly by a drink- 
ing man on a wild spree?” 

“Did you ever have the responsibility of preaching the 
funeral of a man who drank himself to suicide, and then 





” left a note to his mother saying “Tell my wife and her

in hell’?” | 

“Did a ey stand on broken whiskey bottles, under 
a tree, preaching the funeral of a man who in drunken 
anger, with a shgt gun in his hand, chased his wife into 
her father’s home, and had to be shot down by his own 
father-in-law?” 

“Have you ever sat for hours counselling with men 
‘and women Whose lives and careers had literally been 
ruined by liquor, trying to aid them in finding deliverance 
from the curse that held them in its grip?” 

“Have you stood through the night with a family in a 
hospital corridor, while doctor’s worked desperately to 
save the life of a seventeen year old girl, who had been 
crushed in a tragic auto wreck, caused by a drinking 
driver? | 

“Have you carried food, fuel and clothing to little 
children and their mother, because the father was spend- 
ing all that he made with the liquor dealers, and never 
reached home with his pay-check?” 

‘Have you tried to save homes that were breaking 
apart because of the curse of booze?” 

“Have you sought to help young people who have 
come to you begging ‘For God’s sake, preacher, do some- 
thing for us!’ when the social drinks at the party had led 
them to commit acts which now threatened them with 
shame and disgrace” 

By this time the man who had told the preacher that 
she knew nothing about liquor, was squirming in his seat, 
and saying, “I was wrong preacher. You do know some- 
thing about liquor.” : 

The preacher answered, “But wait, I am not through. 
These are just a few of my experiences. Let me tell you 
some more. | 

But eee who believed that liquor belonged was 

not care to hear more. He had learned that 
the preacher knew, better than he, the real results of 
liquor. 4 

Thjs true story says what we wanted fo say. We be- 
lieve that the preachers of Mississippi do know something 
about liquor.) And we also believe that they have a right 
to be heard when the issue is discussed. 

_ Those who know best what liquor does to people and 
to a state, haye a right to speak, and to be heard, when the 
legalization of liquor is being considered.

Then 
to district the trustees is a 
violation of fundamental mo-

For example, one seminary 
professor published a book re- 
cently ‘about which there is a 
good deal of disagreement. 
This professor is one of the 
great Christians of our day 
and a thoroughly sound Bible- © 
believing, Baptist.‘ In spite of 
this fact, some of the most 
vicious attacks have been 
made on him. 

The only. solution I know to 
this problem is the kind of 
humility that will admit that 
there is no last word on the 
subject of truth, and that while 
we believe the Bible to be the

group of 125: Southern Baptist 
wives at the Conference of 
Ministers’ Wives meeting in 
St. Louis last spring did ex- 
press themselves on this. point.

Christians should be fruit bearing. 

The Psalmist speaks of the righteous as a “Tree planted 
by the rivers of ‘water, that peinenth forth 
his fruit in his season.” 

‘Jesus said to His disciples, ‘“terein re pare 
Father glorified, that ye bear much fruit.” nf 
God did not intend for His churches, ministers, 
and individual saints to be barren. He intends 
and has a right to expect from us, fruit in 
abundance. ; 

Jesus put the -barren fig tree under a 
curse because it has no fruit. 

In the fifteenth chapter of John, Jesus 
says, “I have chosen you, and ordained you, that ye should go 
and bring forth fruit.” God will purge us that we may bring 
forth more fruit. 

** Good spiritual fruit is borne only by those who abide in 
‘Christ. There is nothing that we can hope to accomplish in the 
work in His Kingdom, apart from Him, 
' God is glorified in His people, as they bear the frait of 
love, joy, obedience, prayer and witness; such ‘fruit is err eey, 
and powerful in its inluence and value. 

Christians must be burden bearing. Galatians 6: 5—“Every 
man shall bear his own burden.” Christians cannot lose their 
responsibilities by hiding behind excuses, others, or an organi- 
zation. God has a work that only you can do. Don’t try to shirk 
individual Christian responsibilities. 

Galatians 6:2—“‘Bear ye one another’s burden, and thus ful- 
fil the law of Christ.” No man can live alone. We are all tied to- 
gether in one great bundle of humanitys We have a debt to all 
people. Reach out a strong and loving hand to lift canes 
load, to dry a tear, to bind a wound, to feed the hungry, to 
clothe the naked, to visit the sick and the imprisoned, to share 
a burden. 

~ Psalm 55:22—‘Cast thy burden upon the ‘Lord, and He shall 
sustain thee.” The human arm is insufficient to hold us up| om 
the crises of life. We need more than symp thetic and loving 
friends. We must have a comforter divine. must have access 
to the limitless resources of God’s grace. easly less will suffice. 
Nothing more can possibly be needed. 

The Christian must be cross bearing. Matthew 16:14—“If kay 
man will come after me, let him deny himself, and take up his 
cross, and follow me.” No man ean bear ,the/cross of Christ 
without self-denial. No man will bear the cross of Christ unless 
he is willing to give preeminence to Christ in all things. Great 
buildings, great choirs,.great organizations, great budgets, trained 
leadership, are all necessary working tools in the Kingdom’s 
work. Yet, all of these things are, so much rubbish, if we fail 
to bear the cross of Christ. 

Faithful cross bearing releases spiritual’ power, reinforces 
Christian witness, requires dedication, rallies Christian forces, 
reveals Christ to a lost world. 
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Oh! the world is hungry for the living bread, 
‘Lift the Saviour up for them to see; 

Trust Him, and do not doubt the words 
that he said, 


T'll draw all men unto me. 
Still He spakes from eternity; 
And, I, if I be lifted up from the earth, 


Most 
wives report that they enjoy 
what they do, though some say'|- 
they do it simply because it 
has to be done. 

Community Projects 

The wives also reported be- 
ing active in community pro- 
jects. Sixty-eight percent are 
engaged in one to three activi- 
ties with the P. T. A. and 
Scouting heading the list. The 
interesting thing is that about 
one wife out of five does noth- 
ong in the community. Pos- 
sibly they do not have time. 
Most of the wives who com- 
pleted the questionnaire are 
younger wives (24 to 45) and 
some still have small children 
at home. ; 

But ministers’ wives (like 
the rest of us) also have their: 
worries. They report worrying 
most often about their own 
adequacies as ministers’ 
wives, making ends meet fin- 
ancially, and matters pertain- 
ing to their husbands. They 
worry least often about getting 
along with the church people, 
feeling they have abilities go- 
ing to waste, and feeling they 
cannot really be themselves. 
An interesting facet of this is 
that twenty-eight percent of 
wives did not check any item 
under the “worry often’’ cate- 
gofys Did they simply fail to 
check this or'do they have few | 
worries? 7 

Main Responsibility 

When asked what ig their 
main responsibility as minis- 
ters’ wives, eighty-seven per- 
cent'of this’ group indicated 
that “it was providing a good 
home for their husbands and 
children. Yet the degree of 
involvement jn church work 
by some of them would raise. 
the question as to whether or 
mot they are caught up in a 
conflict between (their desires 
for the family on /the one hand, 
and the demands for needed 
work in the church on the
